Reason(s) for Excision: 

The publication entitled Marilyn Manson: Lest We Forget- The Greatest Hits Video 
Collection is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The distributor Universal Music NZ was given the opportunity to excise the music video 
entitled "sAint" in its entirety. The video's treatment of matters of sex, crime and 
violence is substantially stronger in extent, degree and manner than the rest of the 
publication. If the excision were made the publication would be classified as 
objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. If the excision were not made the publication would 
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be classified as objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to 
persons who have attained the age of 18 years. 

Universal Music NZ decided to market two versions of the publication, one in which the 
excision has been made, and one in which the excision has not been made. 
Consequently, the excised version of the publication, which has been classified as 
objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years, has been given the descriptive note "Offensive 
language, sexual themes and content that may disturb". The version which has not 
been excised is objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to 
persons who have attained the age of 18 years, with the descriptive note "Drug use, 
sex scenes and content that may disturb".
